Uutween Joshua- Da vies (claimant), ' and 
Turner, Beeton & Co., execution cred- 
itors. 

Tliis is an interploador issue iliroctetl in 
an action of Turner & Uu. King, in 
wliicli tho plaintift' had lecoveroil a juilg- 
iiioiit, dated (itli .laiiiiary last. By tlie 
B. 0. ordiiiiinco 1887 c. this iictioii Ijoing 
brouglit on short notice is to be dooinod 
an Jictioii for thu bonotit of King's crod- 
itor.s gonorally, and tho plaintiirs judg- 
inoiit will oiuiio iiccordingly. When the 
slieriir attenipteil to seize the stock in 
the d(jfondnnt'.s shop he was mot by tlio 
ciaiiiiatit, ullegiiig that tho whole had l)y 
bill of sale of the iind .Junuary been sold 
to liiiii for valuabli! conaidonitioii for liis 
own lionotit. And to try lliu viilidity of 
this hill of sale this issuo was directed. 

The oiroumBtances su far as are material 
were as follows: On tho 27th Decoiubur 
King being indebted to Ward & Co. on 
two proiiiissory notes just maturing for 
.^200 and S3.'iO, respectively, (one a lo- 
newal) which Ward absolutely refused to 
renew any further, applied for assistaiico 
to his banker, Mr. Green, with wlioiii lio 
was already overdrawn to .tho exten' of 
$2,765.92. Green refused to allow .-my 
further overdraft; pressed rather that it 
should bo diminished, or paid otl', rather 
than increased; luid after some conversa- 
tion in which King informed him that his 
solicitor had advised an assigniuutit for 
the beneiit of his creditors, which Green 
said would be of no use, Green tinally 
told him to go and see Mr. E. M. John- 
.soii, a coniinission and liimncial agon*;, tind 
.it iaij;,ti with him what was the best cour.so 
:o adopt. King accordingly ondeavoied, 
but unaiiccessfully, to see Johnson on tli:it 
daj'. On tho ne.xt day, 28tli .lanuarv, 
Green coniinenced an action against King 
for tho 82,766.02, and on tho s;ime day 
Mr. StrouBS, another creditor of Kiii'i'.s, 
commenced his action for S;3,()84.0t). it 
is not clear what interviews took place on 
that or the following days between Kiuj,, 
(ireou, Stiouss and Johnson. However, 
on Saturday, Ulst January, Strongs 
and Johnson came together to M: . 
Davies (the claimant), and intio- 
dueiiig tho subject of the sale, 
proposed that he should purchase tho 
whole of King's stock-in-trade for $8,00(^; 
alleging it to bo worth §15,000; to which 
Davios replied that he was ready to piiv- 
chaKo if tliu tonus were sufficiently adv:ii.- 
tageous. King was not then present. Imt 
ill the aftornoou of .Saturday Uavies, in 
conipitny with King and .lohiison went 
aiul made a cursory examination of Iho 
contents uf the store, remaining ten min- 
utes or a quarter of an hour; and de- 
ferred givins; any answer for a day or two. 
Tho value of tho stock, he was then in- 
formed by King, was between Sl-t,O0() 
and .•<1 5,000. 

The incidents of the foUowiiig Monduy, 
the 2d Jaiiua)^', were narrated in a drumat - 
ic manner in court. By all the rest of tho 
city, probably, the day was kept a strict, 
holiday, but for Davies, Strouss, E Rl 
Johnson and King it was a very busy day 
indeed. It will bo enough to state that 
Davies, having announced his readima.i 
to buy from King, a bill of sale wut, 
after many hours' discussion, at last 
agreed upon, drawn up and executed loiiir 
after the usual business hours — probably 
al>ont 10 p. ui. On signature by Ki'iiu, 
Davies handed to E. M. Johnson his 
cheque, payable to Johnson, for 81, 500, 
which the latter held up aloft, telling King 
to call for his money the next day, and Ji 
promissory note for $0,500, drawn by 
Uavies on Baker and endorsed bj- Bakor 
in blank. King's name did not appear 
either on the cheque or on the note. 
King wiis prossnt and made no objecticui 
to both thu docunicnta being thus handed 
to Johnson. This done, they, all four, 
with the solicitor, proceeded; to " King's 
store, it being then after 10 at night; 
King formally banded possession to Davies 
and then they all walked out and Davies 
locked the door and put the key in his 
pocket. This coremimy occupied two or 
three niiniites. Early the next iiiorniiig 
King called on E. M. Johnson for his 
[laymont. .Johnsoh,',;"hOwever, handed 
him, not the chetjue he had received froui 
Davies, but another cheque drawn by 
Johnson hiniself for $1,450 (deducting 
$50 for his commissioii). This deduction, 
King says, he conceived ([uite unsanc- 
tioned, but be felt too heliiless to protest, 
and uceeptod the 81,450. Thu promissory 
note, or what had become of it, he never 
inquired about. On that same morning 
.Johnson had paid into the bank to his 
own credit tho sum of $0,500 in bank 
notes iind coin. He had alro.nly, how- 
ever, a considerable sum at his credit on 
ordinary drawing account. On the same 
day he drew two other cheques for §2,785 
and .i!3,684 r--peotively, which he paid to 
the bunk anu iStrouss respectively, receiv- 
ing .SlOO commission for his services from 
.Strouss and 808.26 commission from 
Green. 

King hiid been advised by two diU'eriiiit 
selicitors whom he consulted in tho last 
week in December that the transaction 
which he tlion contemplated and which 
he ultimately carried into execution, was 
coiniuerciiilly unfair, and evoii unlawful, 
and (hat he ought, in justice to all, to as- 
sign for the bonotit of all creditors; and 
the fact of his having received that ad- 
vice is fully brought homo to the knowl- 
edge of most or all of the persons 1 have 
named, except, perhaps, Davies. King 
liiiiisolf told (ireen; Green replied that 
there would be no use in doing that, and 
t(dd him to go and arrange with E. M. 
.J ohnson. There is no doubt that John- 
son WHS Strou.ss' agent as well af Green's; 
ill fact Struuss admits as much in his evi- 
dence, and has paid him $100 for [irocur- 
iiig this settlement of Uis demands. John- 
son's knowledge would uflect Isli'ouas; but 
in fact Strouss, us well as Green, was, on 
or before the Slst December, axjpressly 
informed that King had been advised by 
his solicitor to make an assignment for the 
beneiit of all liis creditors, which, like 
Green, ho treated as useless; and he ad- 
mits tiiat on the 28th December he re- 
jected as impracticable King's suggestion 
of a conditional bill of sale for securing 
himself and the bank, Either of these 
creditors separately would not, in -King's 
opinion, have been "strong enough" to 
l)roteut him iigainst other claims, i.e., 
their claims were not sufficiently large 
to deter other executions; but ho seems to 
have calculated that if tho stock stood 
pledged for 80,500, •ther creditors, de- 
spairing of realizing any surplus by legal 
process, would ])robably temporize.

O'Brien's 
calm and dignified speech on returning to 
parliament after his imprisonment contin- 
ues to be the political sensation of the 
day. and has piialitced a remarkable ini 
, riissioii. The J'<ttl Mull Ga::<4te. says 
"Mr. O'Brien lin.s won, attt single bound, 
a iiositioii in parliamentary debates of the 
lirst rank. Nothing has been done dui-- 
■ML' this session, and few things tiner dur- 
ing this pailiaiuuiit, than the masteily 
speech inwhich tiie late prisoner arraigned 
his jailer (Balfour) and ; ofiMlongSiSimi 
face to face, to make good the insmuations 
indulged in when his victim was undor 
lock and key. " Siniihir coinnients ap- 
pear ill other Jjiljeral ptiiiers. The Tory 
whips had pre-arranged that B.il- 
four slioulil reply to O'Brien im- 
iiiediately, believing that in this 
way it would be easy to counteract any 
impression that the ox-prisoner might 
Hitcce(;u in producing. But Balfour evi- 
dently found the task too difUcult, at 
least this is the iMter])retatioii put on his 
silence by tiiosu uhci knew whiit the pro- 
giaiiiiiio liad heeii. It was declared on 
the Liberal side that the chief secretary 
had funked, and the Tories did not take 
pains to deny their like belief. This view 
i>( the case seems strengthened by the 
opening sentonceB of Balfour's reply to- 
night, which was to the effect that he had 
wislied to take a careful survey of the 
situation liefore stating the government's 
Ciise, and to jjrocure disproof of the asser- 
tions that had been made. The tilloged 
proof consisted of tho always obtainable 
statements of petty idhcials, who are 
themselves tnuler coercion as hateful as 
that to winch they are obliged io aid in 
f(U'eilig upon the pe(q)le.

in tho house of coiiiiiions to-night 
Balfour, lesuniing the debate, declared 
that the childish fuss that had been made 
over the prison clothing of Mr, O'Brien 
was hardly worth noticing. The letter he 
had written to O'Brien during his im- 
pristuiuient had stated that the prisoner 
was sull'eriiig from weak lungs and indis- 
position. The health of the prisoner had 
not been disregarded. With regard to 
the allegations of torture, he requested 
English inspectors to enquire into the 
facts and the result 'vas to show that no 
harshness existed. O'Brien's health had 
actually improved in prison, ho had gained 
two pounds in weight. O'Brien inter- 
rupted Balfour by stating that this was 
inaccurate, he weighed live pounds 
►".jss on leaving than on ciitpring prison. 
Balfour sarcastically rejoiiiedhe would have 
l)arliiunent presented with official reports 
of the rise aud fall in O'Brien's weight. 
(Laughter.) Balfour continued by argu- 
ing that the condition uf Ireland hud iin- 
meiisuly improved as compared with tho 
perii>d of Gladstone's goveniiiieiit. Tlie 
oiiiaisition talked about a union of hearts. 
Doubtless the Irish meant to make good 
use of the English Iladicals, tho latter 
were certainly making good use of thu 
I'arnellitcs. So long as community of 
political interests continued there would 
l)e this union of hearts. When community 
of purjiose ceased the Radicals would 
again have applied to them the epithets 
now so freely bestowed on the govern- 
ment. Parnellites had not altered their 
morality, though the Liberals had made 
concessions of theirs. He was 
pained at the jifogress of degrada- 
tion among Liberals, who now roai; 
to a height of indignation only when de- 
nouiiciiig judges, magistrates and police 
autlKM'itie.s. I'udur great difhculties and 
amid iiuich obloquy thosio officials had 
stood between society and utter ruin, 
fearlessly executing their duties. They 
had their reward in the respect and ad- 
niiiatioii of the true friends of liberty and 
order. Balfour's .speech onhaiieed his 
reputation as a iiarliamentary debater, 
cool and dispassionate. 

Gladstohe continued tho debate. His 
voice was weaker than usual, but the 
house maintained such a perfect silence 
that ho had no difficulty in making him- 
self heard. The speech was remarktible 
for its eloquence, and was indeed a 
rhetorical effort with almost an entire 
absence of the aniiiiiieiitative style of 
which (iladstone is so perfect a master. 
When he apologized for his physical 
weakness, as shown by his occasionally 
failing voice, saying he was not so young 
as he once was, the house burst into n 
whirlwind of sytii])athetic applause, Lib- 
erals and I'arnolhtes rising r.n manse and 
waving their hats and handkerchiofs at 
him. He seemed much affected by the 
incident. 

Balfour thou resumed the debate on the 
address. Referring to O'Brien's attack 
uiioii him in the debate, ho said he was 
.vocuHtoiiied to such attacks in O'Brieii'.s 
paper. He c<insoled himself by tho ru- 
llectitm that even worse attacks hail for- 
merly been made upon O'Brien's present 
idlies, O'Brien had once com|)arod Glad- 
atone to Judas Isciriot and the United 
Ireland had insinuated that Sir Goo. Otto 
Trevelyn and Earl Spencer had conspired 
to shield men guilty of nameless crimes. 

O'Brien — "1 merely stated that the re- 
sult of their action was to shield those 
persons. L never alleged that they acted 
wilfully." 

Balfour — "loan prove my statement by 
reference to tho UiiUed Ireland," 

Balfour continuing, compared the 
erinies acta of 1882 and 1887, and main- 
tained tliat the latter did not create new 
erinies while the former did. He said 
O'Brien had boasted that his advance to 
tho people of MitolioUstown combined 
with English opinion, liad prevented 
wholesale evictions. As ii inattor of fact, 
the action of the government had boon 
inodilied by neither of these causes. It 
was nothing now for natioiiiilista to ))rcach 
resistance to evictions. 

Gladatiuie said, "that Balfour's denial 
that thu coiiBoiTatives had communicated 
with Parnoll on the home rule question 
did not got rid of the Irish assertions that 
they had. Mr. Parnell had stated that 
he found himself at that time in ontire 
agreement with Earl Carnarvon ns to 
htriio rule; this had not been denied." 

B.vlfour: "Earl Carnarvon's letter- 
carrier replied that he did not oxpross an 
opinion ou lioi'iie rule to Parnell. ' 

Gladstone: "Earl Carnarvon noverdo- 
iiied ParnoU's statement. It was stiitod 
that Earl Claniarviui spoke only for him- 
self, but ho was viceroy of Ireland at that 
time for tho very conservatives who now 
iiold that homo rule, in any shape, ineanu 
separation." Gladstone wont on to say 



that it was iigents of the law who were 
breakers of the law at Mitcliellstown, and 
there was cruel and wanton bloodshed 
there, almost unexampled. He said 
Balfour had become by implica- 
tion : »;-fr»ljreiker ( of the law, .for 
he gave to that act his approval as if it 
were to bo a model for tho conduct of t!ie 
police. Gladstone declined to accept as 
authentic tho govcrumunt's statistics as to 
ct'hno under coercion until they could 
be verified. The only case that bad been 
detailed had been met by disproof. Let 
the government oonsenfc;. to legislate for 
Ireland as for England and Scotland, in 
accordanc(3 with constitutionality and the 
expressed wishes of the people, and they 
would thus present to the world a spec 
tacle of truly and not merely a nominally 
united empire. 

Mr. Gosclion, Clmncellor of the E.'c- 
chetjuer, said tho country would notice 
that the liiuid of Gladstone was stretched 
out to O'Brien. Gladstone had blessed 
tho plan of campaign. [Cries of "no."] 
At any rate he had not cursed it. Tho 
action of the (iladstoiiians had rendered 
the government's tusk ten times more 
diUicult. It was tho new recruits that 
supported Gladstone's new departure. 
The bulk of his former allies were silent. 
They wore unable to indorse his present 
policy. The governnient would not allow 
menaces from America, Ireland or Glad 
stone to divert them from their duty. 

Hareotirt said the government was right 
in fearing dissolution. The metropolis 
had to-day given a remarkably pronounced 
judgment "'referring to South Warwick." 
He had heard the immortal speech of 
(iladstone to-night and now wanted, in 
l)atieiice, to wait for time for the triumph 
to come. 

At the oloae of the debate Mr. Parnell's 
amendment to the reply to the Queen's 
speech wag rejected by a vote of 317 to 
229.

FiSHEEIES CONVERSATION. 

Secretary Bayard Interviewed by.a Corresiion- 
pondent of "The Colonist." 

(Special to Thk Colonist.) 
Washinhton, Feb. 17. — Secretary Bay- 
ard, ill conversation with your corres- 
[londent to-day, said: "The Behring's 
Sea controversy played no part in the ne- 
gotiations for the settlement of the At- 
lantic coast fisheries. For several months 

I have been thinking over the matter of 
protecting the scd fisheries in Behring's 
Sea. It not only involves a question of 
international law as regards the right to 
regulate aea fisheries in Behring's Sea, 
but it is a'question whether the U.S. under 
its treaty with Russia has a right to 
say that the fur seal shall not be actually 
destroyed. How this matter shall be set- 
tled I don't know; it may require an in- 
ternational agreement to preserve tho life 
of fur-bearing aniiuals in Arctic waters. 
British sealers have been seized and con- 
fiscated in the waters of the Behring's 
sea, but American sealers have also been 
arrested. Thus far no claim has been 
made by the British governnient for in- 
demnity for the seizure of car- 
goes and confiscation of vessels 
engaged in this traffic. The decision 
in tho treaty signed yesterday that tho 
shore line limit on the North Atlantic 
ocean shall be four miles from the coast 
following the contour of the shore line, 
cannot be applicable to the Behring's 
Sea, because the conditions there are 
entirely dill'erent from those on this side 
of the continent. I believe if the United 
States alone cannot preserve seal Ufa from 
extinction in tho Pacific, civilized nations 
of the earth will, if necessary, join with 
this government to do it. " 

WRECKED OFF CAPE FLATTERY. 

The German Ship Salisbury Becemes Water- 
LoKKed In a Storm and la Abanduaed 
by the Crew Who Are Saved. 

Pout Townsknu, Fob. 17. — The British 
bark Seiriol Wyn arrived this morning 
with the shipwrecked crew of tho German 
ship Salisbury, of Vegesack, Germany. 
Tho latter vessel sailed from Port Dis- 
covery on the 8th inst., loaded with 780,- 
000 feet of lumber for Montevideo. On 
Thursday morning at 8 o'clock the tug 
Tyliee let go of the ship, fifteen miles 
west of Cape Flattery. Light winds from 
the south were encountered on Thursday 
and Friday, and on Saturday morning 
the wind veered to the eastward, and a 
storm that blew with considerable vio- 
lence, commenced and lasted eighteen 
hours. This carried the ship 300 miles 
to the westward of Cape Flattery. 
The vessel commenced to leak, but 
did not mako more water than the pumps 
could discharge. All hands were kept on 
deck attending to the pumps and letting 
sails during Saturday night. Earlv on 
Sunday morning the barometer fell to 
28.78 and the wind fell light. Two hours 
of quiet calms were had and the seas from 
the east ran mountains high, causing the 
Salisbury to ride the waves like a cork. 
By nine o'clock on Sunday morning, Feb. 
12th, a gentle breeze commenced to blow 
from the west; but the barometer and 
threatening aspect of the weather indica- 
ted that a storm of unusual violence was 
browing. The brig Deacon was sighted 
bearing east to S. E., 4 miles distant, and 
appeared to be all right. In two hours a 
hurricane was sweeping over the ocean 
against tho easterly swells, that caused a 
contention of nature's elements which 
seriously endangered the safety of the 
vessel. The bidlast shifted to the port 
side and the ship listed to an imgle of 
45 deirreos. The crew abandoned the 
forecastle and the officers left the after 
cabin without saving anything excepting 
the ship's accounts. The sand ballast 
stopped the suction of the pumps, which 
were cut twice and each time they were 
disabled again by the sand and became 
uaeless. The vessel was making eighteen 
inches of water an hour. Every movable 
article on deck had been carried away by 
the heavy seas. It was impossible for the 
officers or crew to navigate the vessel. 
Her steering apparatus was disabled. 
Signal rockets of distress were sent up 
during the night. Tho ship's compiny 
sought refuge in the halyards and on the 
bulwarks of the starboard side. They 
remained in this perilous situation for six 
hours, when the Seiriol Wyn observed 
the signals of distress, and bore down and 
ofl'ered assistance. The Salisbury's crew 
manned two boats, and left the water- 
logged wreck, with the waves breaking 
over the masts. Oapt, Prietzenatein, 
master of the Salisbury, was the last to 
leave the wreck. All hands wero com- 
fortably cared for on the Seiriol Wyn 
and arrived here this morning. The ves- 
sel was built twenty years ago at a cost 
of £20,000, and was owned by J. D. Bis- 
chotf & Co., of Vegesack, Germany, Shu 
was insured in Bremen companies for 
814,000.

A MIDNIGHT FIRE 

Entirely Destroys a Grocery Store on the Work 
Kstate— Narrow Escape of the Inmates. 

About a cjuarter to twelve last night 
fire was seen issuing from tho groceiy 
store occupied by Mr. 0. E. Whitman, ou 
the corner of Hillside avenue and First 
street. Telephone conimuhication was 
had with the city ofllce, and a few min- 
utes later an alarm was striick. The fire- 
men wero quick in answering tho call, but 
tho distance being far the blaze had 
gained great headway and, assisted by the 
strong breeze that was blowing, bad en- 
veloped the whole front of the building 
by tke time the hose was attached to the 
hydrant at the corner of the avenue and 
Government street. 

In the meantime, however, those in the 
upper storey of the building who had re- 
tired to rest several hours before were 
awakened by loud shouts and knocking at 
the door. Dazed at iirst they could not 
realize the situation. The roaring flames 
and amoko that were becoming; denser 
every moment so«n aroused them, but 
when they turned to make their exit all 
cominunicati(m was found to 1 cut oft' by 
the flames, tho stairway being on fire in 
several places. The inmates iimde their 
dangerous situation known and willing 
hands soon had a ladder to the window 
and all reached the ground in safety. 

As before stated, by the time the hose 
was attached to the hydrant .,the[jQro had 
gained great headway. ;Tmj^f^'j|1iow- 
over, would n«t have deterred'thVfireinon 
from saving a large.portion of the hand- . 
some building if a proper supply of water 
had been ready, for when it was turned 
on only a force of about - three feet was 
obtainable, and considerable delay was 
caused while the engine was being attach- 
ed to the hydrant, so that the building 
was practically ruined when a suitable 
force began to play upon it. Sparks flew 
in all directions, more so, however, in the 
direction of Mr. .7. Grahame's residence, 
a short distance away. Fortunately no 
harm was done. 

A large crowd had gathered and many 
assisted in removing articles from the rear 
of the store, but the flames drove 
them back and little of value was saved. 
The fire is still burning as we go to press, 
but under control. Houses opposite re- 
ceived a severe scorching, but no further 
damage was done. 

The building was owned Mr. Samuel 
Gray, the contractor, and had only been 
built a short time. Mr. Gray was insur- 
ed in the Western Insurance company for 
83,000 and he will be a loser to a consid- 
erable amount.

Then 
the men who feel too poor to marry 
might remain single, as now, witlKuit 
cheating so many maidens of matriniunial 
inclinationsuutof homes and husbands, in 
the multiplicity of doctrines for the set- 
tlement of the vexed questions of the day, 
a social science school may arise <rln'ch 
will teach a system of this kind, not as a 
religion but as philosophy or political 
economy. It would bo a return, in one 
respect, to patriarchal days. 'I'lie law 
would, of course, prohibit any much- 
married patriarch from passing himself 
oli'as a bachelor, forbid a man's marrying 
more wires than he can support, and legit- 
imatize all the offspring. Let no man 
charge ua with advocating a aystem of this 
kind. We simply auggeat it as one of tlio 
posaible plans to be offered by "reforniors" 
for remedying the evil, if evil it ho, of 
the steady decline in the matrimonial 
market. The number of marriagos, in 
proportion to population, grows smaller 
year by year in the more liiglily civilized 
countries, and it will not he nnmy goiior- 
atioiis before legislators will see the ne- 
cessity of providing a remedy in order 
that the Qoths and Vandals may not once 
more overrun the civilized world by rea- 
son of their superiority in numbers.

We have spok- 
en of the enormous number of births in 
Ltjndon, yet it is stated on high authority 
that more than onei-tIuni|^i^Ui^^);;eQ 
populatibn of the oily w3re%6rn '^iitaido 
its limits. It had at the last census 250,'- 
CKX) people of Irish descent; 155,000 of 
Scotch descent, and 200,000 of foreign 
origin, including 40,000 Jews. Though a 
very old city, dating from the time when 
the llDiuan empire was almost universal, 
the yrowth of London has been 
mainly during The present century. 
Six hundred years ago it had 80,000 
people; in 1700. about 500,000; in 1800 
804,035. So that tho metropolis and su- 
burbs have increased in population sixfold 
within the past eighty-seven years. So 
long ago as tho reign of liuoen Elizabeth 
tlie growing populiition of London was 
thought a source of danger to tlie king- 
dom, and measures were taken to check 
it. This reads strangely in the light of 
its more recent development. In con- 
teniplatii\g tho prospects of tho future all 
calculation is at fault. Only this is known 
that the growth of the great city was nev- 
er more rapid than during the decade last 
past. The vast city has stood secure from 
f ireign invasion while all the great capit- 
als of Europe have been visited by hostile 
armies. It has been exouii)t for a Ion 
time from earthquake shocks and other 
overwhelming calamities. It is to-day 
one of the healthiest cities in the wcn-ld. 
It i.s iiK'umparably the wealtliiest city in 
the world, a foremost centre of intellect 
iial activity and the centre of a political 
■iystem whoso rule extends to every quar 
ler of the globe. This pre-eminence is 
the more remarkable when we consider 
its inland position, on a comparatively 
small river. In fact the London of to-day 
is one of tho wonders of tho world, and 
seems likely to bo, except from some un- 
forsoen calamity, increasingly great, jxip 
ulcus, wealthy and pre-eminent. 



TilK .\USTRO-GERMAN TREATY. 

In I )ctobur, 187'J, a secret treaty of 
alliance was agreed upon and signed bo 
tween the plenipotentiaries of Germany 
and Austro-Hungary. The fact of the 
existence of such a treaty has long been 
kmnvn, but -its precise terms have only 
odiciidly been made public within a short 
time. The following is a synopsis of the 
terms of this remarkable documunt: 

Article first stipulates that, should 
either of the two countries, contrary to 
the hope and wish of the contracting 
parties, bo attacked by Russia, each is 
pledged to assist the other with its entire 
military force, and oidy to conclude 
peace upon such terms as both_ agree to 
accept. 

Article second provides that should 
either country be attacked by any other 
power the other pledges itself not to sup- 
port the aggressor, but to maintain an at- 
titude of neutrality. Siiuuld Russia assist 
the ii{;gressor, iiowever, article one conies 
into force, anil war operations will then 
he carried on in coniinon, and terms of 
peace be conjointly arranged. 

Article three sets .forth that the treaty, 
being of a peaceful character, shall, in 
order tu prevent misinterpretation, be 
kept secret, or be communicated to a 
third power ui.'der the consent of the 
contracting parties. Both parties express 
the hope, in view of the intentions an- 
in>unced by the czar at the meeting 
with tho Emperor William in September, 
1879, at Alexandrowo, that the Russian 
military preparations may not prove to be 
in reality menacing to either of them, and 
may give no cause for them to adopt sim- 
ilar measures. Should this hope, how- 
ever, contrary to exjiectatioii, j)rovo 
erroneous, both parties recognize it to be 
their loyal duty to acquaint Enii)oror 
Alexander that an attack upon one coun- 
try will bo regarded as an attack upon 
both. 

Tlie preamble of the treaty states that, 

"considering that tho cohesion of the two 
empires will the more easily secure their 
own safety, while it can threaten no one, 
and at the same time is well adapted to 
consolidate the peace of Europe an the 
basis of the Berlin treaty, tho two em- 
perors, while giving a mutual and solemn 
promise never to impart an aggressive 
tendency in any direction to their purely 
defiJiisive agreement, resolved to conclude 
an alliance, and appointed as their pleni- 
potentiaries Androssy and Prince Henry 
of Reuss." 

During 1887 tho accession of Italy was 
secured, and the double alliance becuine a 
triiilo alliance, as is undoi'stood. substan- 
tially on tile same terms. There were for 
a time negotiations pending with a view 
III securing tlu! accession of (ireal Britain 
to tlio league, hut it is understood that 
this has not been effected.

A Kootciiay UiiilMuy. 

The petition of Geo. .). Ainswortli and 
Jno. S. Baker, presented to the house 
on Thursday, states that the ])etitioners 
desire to be incorpoiiited for the purpose 
of constructing a lino of railway from the 
outlet of Kootcnay lake througn or by the 
Selkirk range to some point on Columbia 
river at or near the junction of thoKoott!- 
iiay and Cohindiia rivers, under the name! 
of the Columbia and Kootenay Railway 
and Transportation Company. The peti- 
tioners have expended large sums of 
money in exploring and surveying lands 
on Kootenay lake and advertising said 
lands and their resources in Kootenay and 
Yalo districts, to the benefit of the pro- 
vincial goveriiniont, and petitioners 
have paid into the treasury the 
sum of §26,000. Petitioners were un- 
able to fulfill the tornis imposed 
by the act known as the "Columbia and 
Kootenay Railway and Transportation 
Company Act, 1883," through an unlookod 
for chain of circumstances, wholly without 
];!io power of petitioners to |)revent. The 
francliiao granted by said act expired on 
December Slat last. Petitioners ask the 
legislature to extend or renew said act for 
two years or until December 31st, 188!>. 
Petitionora make no claim to the ^25,000 
paid into tho treasury of the province. 
Petitioners ask for 700,000 instead of 
750,000 acres of land. 



Tbe Lcvliirn ul llic High .Si-Iioul. 

At tho High Scliool yesterday Di'. 
Milne's remarks wero upon tho structui o 
and functions of the respiratory organs. 
The Doctor described tho lungs and their 
relations to other organs of tho chest, and 
also by the use of tho mannikin and the 
blackboard domonsti'ated the minute 
anatomy of the lungs. He likewise ro- 
ferred to tho mechanism of respiration 
and tho changes taking place in the ro- 
spired air wore noted, showing that the 
heat of the body is lost to tho oxtout of 20 
per cent. This ia due first to the warm- 
ing of the air taken into tho lungs, and 
second to the evaporation of the water 
given ofl' with expired air. This may 
readily be seen in the hittor instance by 
blowing tho breath bn u piece of glass, 
when the expired air is almost completely 
saturated. Respiration is an involuntary 
act under control of the nervous 
systein. The act may bo modified but 
cannot be wholly arrested at' will. Tho 
chief purposes of respiration are the re- 
moval of waste products of tissue and the 
jirovifiion of oxygon for tho tissues. Tho 
lecturer concluded by giving some simple 
rid OS as to tho hygiene of the lung», as 
follows: Never ait or stand iu a position 



to cramp the chest. Do not breathe foul 
air; an unpleasant odor signifies this con- 
dition. Do not remain long in a crowded 
roo.n. Do not wear clothing tight about 
tho waist, as this prevents free respira- 
tion. Clothes should be suspended from 
the shoulders. Tight lacing should never 
bo indulged in. Always sleep with the 
room well ventilated, even with the win- 
dow open to procure this in cold weather. 
Always keep tho mouth shut and breathe 
through tlie nose. Avoid the use 
of tobacco, as it retards the actiim 
of tho lungs by its paralyzing ofl'ect 
on tho nerves. The effects of alcohol had 
been referred to before by its action on 
the blood absorbing its moisture, there- 
fore weakening the lungs and making 
them more susceptible to disease. Many 
diseaaes arise from inhaling foul air, 
headaches and disorders of the stomach, 
such as dyspepsia, fainting and consump- 
tion. The diseuaes of childhood are very 
much increased by overcrowding and bad 
air. Wo should note this particularly, as 
in many of tho departments of the school 
there is too much overcrowding, and not 
a proper system of ventilation.

This 
was her second trial, the first taking place 
in September last, when the jury dis 
agreed. 

W. Stoin and A. Somerville, deserters 
from the Uth United States infantry, are 
in Hamilton.

Somerville was court- marl ialed twice 
while stationed there.

Archbisho]) Lynch, in answer to an en- 
(juiry, has written a letter to the Chicagt 
Times entirely endorsing Cardinal Man- 
ning's utterance that a starving man is 
justified in taking any means to save his 
life, and holding that no statute can over- 
rule natare's lay in this reapect. 

The marine department haa received a 
gold watch and gold medal from the pre- 
aident of the I'nited States for Capt. 
Steele, and ileinhad Peterson, mate, of 
the schooner Scots Bay, of Windsor, 
Nova Scotia, for their humanity and cour- 
age in rescuing the crew of the American 
schooner Marcus A. Davis, wrecked 27th 
March last.

Greoii in full; and there was held out to 
him the further lure that Davics would 
keep him as a salesman at §100 pur month 
for six mpnths^at least, and would give 
him a handijtHaavbonus or doiicmr (he 
swears §2000 was mentioned, without any 
precise promise, however) if .sales Tore as 
successful us he hoped for. It is fair to 
Davies to say that he absolutely denies 
being a party to these furtlior promises; 
and declares that the full consideration ho 
was to give King ia truly set forth in the 
bill of sale; that ho did not keep back 
from the bill of sale any such supple- 
mental promise through fear of invalidat- 
ing it, nor hear of any such suggestion, or 
anj'thing of the kind. This is not (|uito 
consistent with some of the other evi- 
dence at the trial of the issue; iiiid it is at 
all events undeniable that Ivinir was intiu- 
onced by these hopes; that ho in fact did 
act as salesman at SlOO per month for a 
week or two after the ;5rd January, and 
that he lias since been diacartletl. 

Davies says that he paid tlie cliBijue for 
§1,C00 and the proiniaory note for S(i,500 
to .lohnaon as Kinj^'s agent. But it seems 
to mo that ho paid these to .lohiison 
rather as iigont for Strousa and Greoii, 
and te make sure that these two ci etlitors 
would be paid; and that Johnson attended 
at the execution of tho bill of sale for thtit 
sole purpose and Davies know it. And 
this seems to have been the opinion of the 
jurj' also, as appears by their answers to 
the second and third ijuestions left to 
them. In fact Johnson seems to have 
considered himaelf, and to have been 
treated, as agent for all parties, to see 
that tho secret understancliii;,,' as 
to the application of the nmntiy 
was strictly carried out. -Ho. ap- 
pears : to have', taken'.-: oqnimissioiiB 
from three of them. If this had "been 
aiin[)ly a aiile hy King to Davies, without 
any conq)act as to the dispos.-d of the pur- 
chase money, the cheque and the note 
would certainly have been both of them 
made payable to King's order; his en- 
dorsement would then have been neces- 
sary, and would have boon evidence of 
payment by Davies. But King's name 
does not appear on either dooiiment. It 
was not roally a puii liase from King at 
all. The real parties Ijargaiiiiiig with 
Davies wore Strcpuas and (ircen. King was 
not to be trusted with the inone}'. lie 
might have levanted with it; or lie iiiiglit 
have paid some other claim, for inst.ince, 
his wife's eltiini, in full; which would 
have upset the whole sclioiiie. lie iiiiglil 
might liave Lriiossod how little chance lie 
had of the .SlOO per month and the $i2,000 
bonus with which lie had been lureil, 
when he found that he was not deemed til 
to be trusted with his own money. 
But in fiict the conduct of all parties 
shows that nobody considered this §8,00(1 
to bo King's money. 

This sale is impeached under c. 10 of 
tho B. C. Statutes 1880, which enacts 
thtit "if any person l)Liiig in iiisolveiii 
circumstances or iiiiiible to pay his liebts 
in full, makes etc., .my aasigiiiiiciit, etc.. 
of any of his goods, etc., with intent to 
defeat, etc., or with intent to give any 
one or more of his creditors a preference 
over any other of his creditors, every audi 
assignment, etc., shall be null and void, 
as against tho creditors of such person. ' 
But nothing therein is to [iH'cct a.isigii- 
menla for the benollt uf all creditors, nor 
"any huiia Jvlc salo of goods in the ordiiiiiry 
course of trade to innocent purch.iscis. " 

To assist in the determination of the 
issue directed herein a jury has been 
summoned. They gave no direct verdict 
in favor of the claimant or the execution 
creditor; but they iinswoied sever.il (pies- 
tions i)ut to tliem in writin;; as follows:

The jury, after these answers were 

read, said: "We answer the third (|ues- 

tion in tho allirniativo, because we say 

that D;ivies did not on the ord .l.inuaiy 

know that there were any other creditors.'' 
The question now is, what judgment 

am 1 to give after these findings of tho 

jury? 

Mr. Theo. Davie eonteiidcil tli.U the 
claimant's title was clear, that the jury 
had in fact declared him personally inno- 
cent of any intent to prefer any creditor, 
or of any possibility of such intent; for 
they say that ho did not at tho time know 
that King had aii}' other creditoi'S than 
theae two. Tho word " know," however, 
;is uaed by more than one witness in tills 
case, seeuis confined to something like 
mathematical demonstration; ioid out of 
mathematics, it is of course impossible to 
say what amount of evidence, or whether 
any amount of evidence will enable a giv- 
en person to "know" any proposition or 
statement of fact. I think tho jury iiiuHt 
have used tho word "know" in this striii 
gent sense, for I am tiriiily i)e]siuulud 
that Mr. Davies could not tind did not, 
either on the 31st Ucueiaber or tho 2ii(l 
January, believe that King was indebted 
to these two creditors only, though it is 
very possible that he did not positively 
know who all the other creditors were, or 
tho exact iiniouiit due to any paiiicular 
creditor, or tho exact grounds of any creii- 
itor's demand, it aeoins very hard logic- 
ally to connect the answer of the jury ttj 
the third iiuostion with tho reason they 
assign. At all ovonta, their answer "that 
Davies paid tho money to Johnson on the 
2nd January in order to give Strouas and 
Green a preference over the ether credit- 
ors" seems diainotrictiUy incoiniyatible 
with total ignorance on his part of the 
oxistoiice of other creditors; and 1 think 
he is fully iiifucted with tho imutu irti 
against which the statute is directed, even 
although he did also, propose to himself 
his own profit and advantage as a substan- 
tive and principal inducement for enter- 
ing into tho transaction (which is tho first 
finding of tho jury). Each of the four 
parties, Strousa, Green, King and Davies, 
no doubt arrived at an object for his own 
benefit alone. It is very possible that 
but for that personal advantage, which 
each hoped to obtain for himself, none of 
them would have entered into the trans- 
action or launched it at all. Strouss and 
Green were aiming each for himself at 
getting paid their somewhat inaocure ilobta 
at once, and in full. King thought to got 
§1,500 instead of the §500 under tho 
homestead act. Davies hoped to make a 
good profit on a resale, and Johnson se- 
cured a nut inoonaidorable commission. 
Those no doubt wero their ultimate ob- 
jects. But this sale seemed the only 
method of socurin)( these objects. In or- 
der to gain those object."!, thoreforis, they 
deliberately completed or procured the 
sale of tho 2nd January, knowing and in- 
tending, all of them, that Strouss and 
Green should thus be preferred to the 
other creditors. 

Tho negative given by tho jury to the 
0th question merely moans that Davies 
was not aware of King's intention to pre- 
fer Green and Stroiisg, kot that he did not 
himself intend that preference. Davies be- 
ing tlierefore.in my oplHiou,a, party intend- 



ing this preference, which was the only in- 
tent, perhaps, comhion to all parties to 
tho transaction, it becomes unnecessary 
to doid with any part of the agreement 
founded on the absence of intent in the 
liuivlii>s«r. 

It wiis contended that the statute only 
was ui>|)licable to caaes of aalea to credit- 
ors who wore thereby jjreforred, and not 
to cases of sales to third [larties, although 
made on purpose to'eiiable tho fraudulent 
(ireference to bo el'eotod. But 1 can find 
nothing in tho statute to warrant such a 
limitation. Thoro is an oxpreaa aaving of 
tho rights of sduio purchasers, creditors or 
not, showing that sales to third parties 
aro generally within the statute. 'J'here 
is, indeed, nothing in the statute to ex- 
empt from its operation a sale of this na- 
ture anil extent, oven if made to a per- 
fectly iiiiujcent atiiingor; rather, if there 
lie auytliiiiL; ill the luaxiiii expressio univ.!! 
cat i'..i:cli(:'<t(i aUi'.riiia, tbe statute sooma to 
intend iiuile tho other way. For there ig 
an express saving of the rii»hts of innocent 
purchasers, buying in tho usual eourso of 
trade; leaving oven iiinocont jiurchasers, 
buying (iiil of tbe ordinary courae of trade, 
or |nircliasers in the ordinary course, if 
thoy be tainted with participation in the 
guilty intent, within the condemnatien of 
the first part of the clause. And that Grst 
part grammatically construed evidently 
takes into coinideiation the guilty intent 
of the trader only, and of no other per- 
son. "If the trader, &c., makes the as- 
aigninont, &o., of any of his goods, &c., 
with intent to profer, &c.,'the assignment 
shall be null and voicl." 

What the legislature had in view is 
clear enough. Thoy condemn this con- 
duct, oviduMitly, as unfair, and so, dRhon- 
est -criiniiial in all but a technical view. 
r>nt under the B. N. A. Act the provin- 
cial legislature c.iiinot create a nen crime. 
They cannot, thureforo, make such a 
trader criminally liable; but having full 
power to deal with civil rights, they de- 
clare that as against creditors such a deal- 
ing by a trader shall no more oenvey any 
right of •proberty,-r;in - the "goods than if he 
hud stolon tliem. ' There is nothing in tho 
stilt nto to intimate that the interposition 
of a t hird p.irty, ov a fourth, or any 
nuiiilior of links which may be employed 
to hide the real nature of the transaction, 
?hiill avail. The last purchaser ia struck 
with the same paralysis of title as tho 
first. The statute declares the original 
assignment null and void. Tho property 
of tlie goods has as against the creditors 
iiovor passed at idl out of the trader. As 
Cliiof .Justice Ritchie says in AfcCall and 
Miicdonalil (!.'! Dew. p. 254) the matter is 
to be dealt with aa if the mortgage (the 
then coinpletod document) had never 
boon executed ; had never existed. 

As to the argument of hardship on a 
purchaser for valuable consideration, who 
is thus ox])osed t» lose both his money 
tuid the L;oods; ho is in the saino plight as 
if ho had bought goods actually steleii; 
which he iiuisl restore, unless bought in 
mat kot overt; and even if so bought, 
when the thief baa been prosecuted to 
conviction. Tbia is laid down in the text 
books, but it has been solemnly decided 
thus in the recent case of BenUey v^. 
Vibiumt, 12 H. L. App. Ca. 471. And as 
alre;idy intimated that is very nearly the 
light in which the Legislature appear to 
have tretited these sales. It is always a 
p;iiiiful questioDj.jwluoh Jof two innocent 
parties shall suffer,"''^'But the general rule, 
as thus laid down, appears on the wholo 
leas objectionable than the converse 
would he. 

It was attempted to apply here the dis- 
tinction which in Ilae »s. McDonald (13 
Ont. 352) in which Bump on bankruptcy 
uiid on friudulent convisyances, (in which 
many authorities arc cited), is taken 
between legal insolvency and commercial 
insolvency; tho latter being generally 
where a man is unable t* pay his debts 
us thoy fid! duo in the course of 
business; which, says Bump, "is the 
sense in which the term is used when 
a trader is said to be insolvent;" and 
tlio former (usuidly ap|)lied to a nim- 
tr.ider) when a man's entire property and 
assets are insutlicient to pay his debts. 
The Bume distinction is ado))ted and ap- 
proved in Clarkson vk. Sterling, 14 Ont. , 
and Dominion Bank vs. Cowan, in the 
same volume. How property and assets 
are to be valued in the case of legal inaol- 
voncy is a difficulty. Rose, .)., aeonied 
to think that the value is what 
the g(joda and property would fetch on a 
levy and sale by execution, (p. 357, 358). 
Cameron, C.J., thought that it was not 
tho price at suoh forced sale, but their fair 
values in cash on the market at an ordi- 
nary .sale (p. .'!,'!(')). I sh<mld hesitjite be- 
fore deciding that in all cases, trader or 
non-trader, it is legal as disthiguishcd 
from coiiiiporcial insolvency that is to 
govorii any sales impeached under this 
statute, it seems safer to reserve power 
to the court to decide in each caso 
whether a state of insolvency within tho 
iiietining of the statute, tictually existed. 
But here none of these distinctions re- 
(jiiire to bo considered; for itisipiite clear 
that in any and every sense King was in- 
solvenl on the 2iul January. His com- 
mercial insolvency is clear, as he could not 
meet even his renewed note to Mr. Ward. 
And aa to legal insolvency, his general 
indebtednuss, according to his sworn 
■iLiiteiiients at the trial and his oyn 
iiieiiioiund.i shown on the 28tli December 
to Mr. (Jreen, aiiiountid to Sl(i,152, and 
lu! htid no assets oxcept this stock-in- 
trude and some book debts. The stock he 
himself did not value higher to Davies 
thaii §14,000 or §15,000. And Davies 
swore that he considered §8,000 to bo a 
fair [n ice for it, though be admitted that 
ho ex[)octed to make a |)rolit out of his 
biiigaiii. But the utmost he hoped to 
roalizu by the must careful dealing was an 
a.ldiiional .^;{,000, i'. e., §11,000 net for 
tho whole. The book debts did not ex- 
ceed 1 ,000 or §1,200. As to tiho.tixturus 
and furniture alluded to by Mr, .l)avios, 
they bolonged the first to his' InVidlord, 
the latter to his wife. There can be no 
doubt, therefore, th^t King had not 
•available assets sullieient to meet debts uf 
ii5l(!,l.~)2. He was insolvent in every sense 
of tbe wold. 

(-Iwiiig to tho difficulty sometimes 
found in j udging,, of .. the assignor's ' 'in- 
tent;" tboxOnlanS^^iegiB have, in 
1885, amended their statute (from which 
tho liritiah Columbia Act was taken) by 
adding (ajiiiareutly from the New South 
Widos statute) a provision that tho 
instrument shall be void if made with the 
intent, or if it uludl hatv the effect, of con- 
ferring a preference. It may be doubted 
whether this addition would strengthen 
tho caao for the execution creditor here. 
The fraudulent jireference is certainly not 
the eflbct of this bill of salo; rather this 
bill of sale owes its existence te the desire 
to give a fraudulent proferoncif. The dif- 
ference in the phraseology must be borno 
in mind when discussing the later decisions 
in the Ontario courts. 

l^'rom certain statements of counsel 
nmde in court at tho argument of the 
legal points, after the hearing of tho wit- 
nesses before tho jury, most of tho parties 
to this transaction seem to have riiconsid- 
ored tho views entertained by thoin on 
the 2nd January, and to perceivo now tho 
folly, as well os the improprie^, of the 
course which they pursued. King him- 
self gave his evidence very fairly and 
well ; admitting fully the errors of his 
conduct; pleading pecuniary diitrosi in 
excuse; nor was he cross-examined with 
any severity. Mr. Green, as becomes his 
position in tho commercial oiroles, had 
immediately after the trial •! the issue, 
and before his legal rights were even dii- 
cusaed, handed in a olieque for the full 
amount jiftid to him by Johnson on the 
3rd .fanuary. D»viea himself announced 
his readiness to relinquish his purchase, 
stipulating only for some conditions which 
it was not necesaary then to •x*mini. 



Theae indications of wluit the parties 
themselves, now fael do not influence my 
opinion of the transaction itself; but they 
seem proper to be mentioned as being 
doubly 8ntisfai;tory; ovinuing what oven 
intorcsted parties feel vvlieii they have had 
time to cool, tiiid also the recjvery of the 
proper tone of honor which ought to pre- 
vail among till respectable commercial 
men. The reasoning by which conimorcial 
nieu fkll aoinetinies into these snares^s 
apparent. There ia nothuig diahoneat m 
II debtor paying his elebt. Dobta 
must, in general, be paid one by one. 
And tho creditor who accejita payment 
first ia, in general, just as fair aiul lionor- 
iiblo as the creditor who t'els ptiid last. 
Nor is it easy for any creditor to refrain 
from accepting money ivhich he knows to 
bo justly due to him; hu has his own 
dobta to pay and what he ia now receiving 
may be necessary for that purpose. Nor 
is it always possible for him to ascertain 
whether a present payment to him will 
involve any loss to others; and self-preser- 
vation is a law of nature. Such consider- 
ations often blind men to the dictates of 
general equity. But for more than 300 
years the statute of Elizabeth haa de- 
clared that such tranaactions, if made 
with a view of defeating or dolayuig ether 
just claims, shall be deemed fraudulent, 
I. (!. of unfair advantage, and void. And 
that statute oiiacted no new doctrine; it 
is declaratory merely; i. t. it announces 
ill an emphatic way what the common law 
already held; nor was it the earliest 
statute on the subject ; tho same views 
bad been expressed by the legislature 200 
years beforeJ ,(50 Ed. III.) And since 
the statute of Elissabeth, bankruptcy laws, 
and ultimately this statute, which is now 
invoked, have, with increasing stringency, 
declared that such unfair advantages shall 
not be permitted to be retained by any 
individual. Shall ho then be enabled to 
hold it by introducing the theatrical ma- 
chinery of a midnight salo suddenly agreed 
upon in the afterueon of a public holiday ? 
That would be merely to reduce the 
statute to a nullity. In. my opinion this 
case is exactly described by the opening 
words of L. .). Baggallay'a judgment in the 
C. A. in the case of lixiiartc Hill r.s. Bird 
(23 Ch. D. fi'J5, see p. 700): "I entirely 
concur in tho view expressed by tho County 
Court Judge that the transaction was a 
sham, and that what was done was done 
by way of a blind to conceal the real trans- 
action. I also agroe with the Chief 
J udga in bankruptcy (the iiitorniediate 
court) that the whole thing was a farce." 

There will, therefore, be judgment for 
defendant. That is all that I have now 
before mo. I declare Davies to have no 
right of property in these goods as against 
creditors. What the result of that maj' 
be in the present action, in which the 
present defendant is the execution credi- 
tor it is not MOW necessary for me to con- 
sider.
